ofUng account of the completion of 
the dam near Belleair, on the Ohio 
river. It was, no doubt, a good 
job aad one which rtfleota credit up- 
on the prlndpala In tba Work. 
Thla week the Newa la glad to chron- 
icle the aoavletlon cf the im- 
provement >Mleoted for the Louisa 
dam. or aa it la officially known. Dam 
number 3, Big Bandy river. And, bo 
far as can be learned, a new r- cord 
has been established by the comple- 
tion of this Work one month before 
the time called for by the eontiitct. 
The work done haa very materially 
cbaogad the old k)ck; aad dam lo 
every way. 

The lock walls have been twised 
with coiicrete, and the old Wooden 
ghtee have been repkiced by new 
MN' sgatea. The old paae ireatlea 
feltta^ been removed and heavy new 
OBfgt feet apart, put la their 
plate. Naw aeadlaa four and one- 
half feet hmger aad sorreapondloe- 
ly htavM thaa the old needles win 
be oyed. Oa the weir between the 
pier In the middle of the river and 
the abutment on the Kentucky side 
the old needles are replaced by 
steel wickets. . A new aervice bridge 
for opfrating tM Vlekata haa 
been bn^ ;flia abntamnt on the 
Kentucky al4a luit been exteUded up 
atrouB aad back Into the bank. A 
nhora protection of «heet plies and 
heavy stone rip rap 3(I0 feet long, 
below the weir ou the Kentucky ride 
*a8 another improvement. This Is 
Ui prevent washing la cue the 
Weir waa auddenly lowered for 
any oaaaa. 

By thla Imjuovament In t^e 
Louisa lock and dam the pool here 
baa Been railed about four and a 
half feet. When the dam is up there 
will be six feet of water on the 
/nilter sills of the dams at Salt- 
peter and at Chapman. The Work baa 
been done at a cost of about $60,- 
000, and waa done under the Imroed- 
iiite Bupervialon ot Mr. A- M 
CampbeU, the U S. Aaaiatant Engin- 
eer % charge of the Improvement of 
the Big Sojldy river. Mr. A. McRea 
Kennedy was the abk In8i)ector. The 
steel used in the coiistuction of the 
inipioveiiient was furnished by the 
Variety Irnn & Steel Worka Com- 
I>affj, ot Cleveland, O. 

The man who built all theae va- 
rious addlUona r.nd imiirovementB,tbe 
contractor tor the whole work, the 
j man wlio 'las succeftsfully carried out 
the plans to oumpletion inr ahead 
I of contract time, is Mr. J. C. Thom- 
as, ot Louisa. Through sua and 
atonn, day In and da^ out. ba haa 
teen oi^ bla Job from atart to finlah. 
He got ao burnt by the aun kat
